Tux circumstances of nations first form the charac- 
ters of their great men, then these in turn guide 
the destinies of the nations. Washington, Luther, 
Garibaldi, were the embodiment of popular feel- 
ing. Because they best represented the universal 
requirements they became leaders. The Protes- 
tantism of half Europe is the monument of Luther's 
mission. The United States are the children of 
Washington's policy. The new Kingdom of Upper 
and Central Italy will be chiefly the work of Gari- 
baldi. He is the symbol of the Italian character 
in his dash, boldness, and impetuosity—in his passion, 
his revenge, and action. Among the many heroic 
figures which pass over the panorama of the Italian 
war, Garibaldi stands out most prominent. He is 
the Prince Arthur round whom the chivalry of 
Italy has gathered. Whether we look upon 
his youthful daring on the Ligurian Seas, 
under the teaching of his father, an old sea 
captain, or to his protracted defence of Rome 
against all the powers of the French, or to his oath 
for revenge taken beside the corpse of his murdered 
wife, or his warfare in a wider field of action in 
South America, when all hopes of Italy's regenera- 
tion seemed lost, or his forsaking all again to join 
his former followers ranged under the cross of 
Savoy, or his daring sweep on the flank of the 
Austrian armies far in advance of French auxiliaries, 
or bis moral supremacy now, by which he binds

the other, were it not for our Mediterranean ficet. 
The King of Naples has enough on hands in quieting 
the turbulent spirits of hi own kingdom. On the 
whole, then, the aspect of is brighter now than 
at any period since the dismal peace of V illairanca. 
There ere but two belligerents---Sardiniaand her new 
annexations on the one side, and the Pope with 
Kalbermatten on the other. What a pity it is that 
miracles are never wrought when they are most needed ! 
The blood of St. Januarius has melted at Naples, 
the winking picture still winks on in the centre of 
the rebel camp of Rimini, yet no destroying angel 
comes to the aid of Pope or Cardinals to make their 
enemies dead corpses. 

The union of the Duchies and even of the Romagna 
is an accomplished fact. The Sardinian flag has sup- 
planted that of the Papacy or the Austrian. ‘The 
cross-keys are no longer the imprint of the coinage. 
All the laws of Sardinia are in force, and her generals 
are stationed within her new acquisitions. The 
Romagnese must be driven from a point of vantage to 
which every day gives solidity and strength. They 
have only to continue asthey have begun, and 
the Pope's temporal sovereignty is at an end for 
ever. 

Nor is his spiritual sovereignty regarded more ten- 
derly. We are not of these who believe that, with the 


fall of the Papal temporal power, Popery will fall im- 
mediately. Popery is founded upon the errors of 


long will Popery, of one form or another, exist also. 
It may degenerate into a Pagan manifestation, after 
the model of that which supports the grand Llama of 
Thibet; it may become a militant combination, like 
that which a Mahomet established of old; but, still, 
Popery, as the emanation of human error, will exist 
so long as these errors are unreformed. 

Still, even from this point of view, there is an ele- 
ment gradually spreading which must have a decided 
influence upon the Papacy. The people have found 
out that they can have a popular church, as well as 
popular priests. When the cathedral was closed by 
a bishop against those who wished, by a religious 
rite, to celebrate the dawning of their independence, the 
doors of another church were immediately thrown open, 
and there were found priests in abundance to mi- 
nister. At least three hundred priests have given in 
their adhesion to popular principles, and liberty of 
mind, as well as body, is preached from three hundred 
churches. Those clergy who are still bound to the 
Papal rule dilate not so much against revolution as 
against the “ perversity of ideas” and the “ spread of 
heresy.” The misfortunes of Italy are bewailed in 
doleful language; but the crowning misfortune of 
all is, that the Catholic faith is diminishing the 
moment the presence of the Papal coercion is with- 
drawn. Thus, in liberating the Remagna from a 
despotic rule, Garibaldi also liberates from spiritus! 
tyranny, and the arms which are directed against 
the Pope as a ruler, are directed also against the 
creed which his rule alone supports. Ko

member of the European Commonwealth owns to an 
interest, more or less vivid, in the concerns of the rest. 
It is not merely that the old theory of the “ balance of 
power” is still regarded with respect, but that there is 
a general anxiety to prevent disturbance, and a general 
desire to anticipate, by arbitration or other good oilices, 
collisions which might jeopardise the security of the 
whole body. We see the highest expression of this 
fecling in the involuntary recourse to a Congress which 
marks every European crisis; and, although that 
machinery has not of late been very successfully em- 
ployed, there still prevails a decided predilection for 
concerted action. In fact, the Governments and people 
uí Lurope are now connected with each other by so many 
ties that the affairs of one becomes, in some respects, the 
affairs of «il, and no State could assume any novel atti- 
tude or display any extraordinary preparations without 
arousing the vigilance bf the others. 

These considerations would of themselves be sufficient 
to explain the interest now created by the armaments of 
Spain. It is true that the object of these armaments lies 
beyond the limits of Europe ; but, besides the connexion 
recently established between the northern and the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean, there are circum- 
stances in the position of Spain herself which might 
naturally arrest the attention of other Powers, and, in 
particular, of thiscountry. Spanish affairs have un- 
dergone of late a remarkable transformation. ‘The 
kingdom has become more independent, more powerful, 
more prosperous, and more opulent. Its finances, 
owing in a great measure to the extension of railways, 
have become unembarrassed, and with this im rove- 
ment the other departments of its Administration have 
improved also. Spain has now a well-equipped army 
and a considerable navy ; nor is it at all an unnatural 
consequence that the very consciousness of sirength 
resulting from these acquisitions should suygest 
activity and enterprise on the part ofthe nation. H “ce 
the expedition against Morocco, and hence, too, in al! 
probability, the unexpected dimensions which the pro- 
ject has assumed. We now hear of estimates for 100,000 
men, of a whole fleet of gunboats, of an efiicient trans- 
port service, and, what is more notable than all, of a fer- 
meut s the popular mind equivalent to a great national 
revival. 

In all thisthere is nothing to suggest either envy or 
alarm; on the contrary, we should be extremely rejoiced 
to see Spain resuming that place among the nations of Eu- 
rope to which her history no less than her territory fairly 
entitles her. Still itisn»tral that preparations so consi Jer- 
able and projects sonew should attract the notice of other 
Governments, and especially of our own. We possess a mi- 
litary settlement of no small importance on the Spanish 
coast, and it happens that the rendezvous for the Moorish 
expedition is in the immediate vicinity of our fortress. 
This, no doubt, was an unavoidable arrangement, but 
witha Spanish fleet at Algesiras and a Spanish army 
close to Gibraltar, we may stand well excused for being 
both vigilant and inquisitive. Spanish journals actually 
contain allusions to the EE. os cú of that cele- 
brated stronghold, and, though there is no reason what- 
ever to attach any weight to such fables, the same 
ideas may occur to Englishmen which have occurred 
to Spaniards. There is a new element, in short, 
gradually establishing itself in the politics of Europe ; 
and the fact that Spain possesses a good army, a strong 
navy, and a well- treasury may well affect the de- 
liberations of Cabivets and the combinations of States. 
It would be a poor compliment to the Spanish nativn if 
we viewed such events with indifference. We pay more 
honour to their rising power, and, indeed, the interest 
confessed in the matter has been all but universal

The Daily News on Turkey :--- 

It is evident that the East, or rather that the old poli- 
tics, preponderance, and religion of the East, will not 
die without a struggle. Speak as we Westerns may of 
our liberality, our humanity, and tolerance, and however 
sincere we may be in so speaking, it is not the less cer- 
tain that in the East we are destructive, pushing from 
their stoolsan Olympus of deities, a dynasty of kings, with 
all the ideas divine and human which wait upon them. 
We have had a spirited and tremendous protest from 
the Hindoo world. For, although we do not accept Mr. 
Wilson’s repeated assertion, that the insurrection was 
owing to our policy of religious conversion, it certainly 
was owing to the evident progress of our ascendancy 
m overthrowing the Indian system, not merely of theo- 
logy and devotion, but of social as well as political insti- 
tutions. : 

To revolutionise China was thought easy if not desi- 
rable. There have just appeared sure proofs that 
Buddha will not be overthrown without a sharp contest, 
and that even old Confucius has still lite and spirit in 
bim ; and if it be true that Russian tactics and gun- 
ners contributed to the defence of the Peiho, this is a 
still greater blow to China and her institutions than our 
fleet and ambassadors triumphantly ascending the 
stream. i 

After India and China comes Turkey, that is, the 
East nearer home, with one foot planted in Europe. 
The conspiracy which we read of as having been on 
the point of breaking out in Constantinople more 
resembles the Turkey of former centuries than any 
event we have seen [recorded of late years. It re- 
minds us of the pages of Von Hammer, ang brings 
us back at least to the days of Selim. The present 
is of a more formidable kind than the conspiracies 
which overthrew former Sultans. ‘They originated 
generally with one or two leading men who had been 
Ministers or Viziers. But the present plot seems to 
have been formed altogether outside the circle which 
surrounds the Sultan. It was directed against all his Mi- 
nisters, as well as himself, but it at the sametime embraced 
numbers of high notabilities and officers of the judicature 
andthearmy. All these services, therefore, are discon- 
tented—discontented te such a degree that an insurrec- 
tion against the Sultan has been concocted and matured 
amongst them without its being revealed until the last 
moment. What a faulty and uupopular Administra- 
tion must that be which has been actually undermined 
for months by its own subor:linates in a kind of perms- 
nent conspiracy, while all ranks, down to the common 
soldier, are so full of grievances, and, no doubt, of pri- 
vation, that the secret is preserved inviolate though 
known to hundreds, the non-success of the plot being 
almost a miracle. 

A conspiracy in Constantinople is now, however, 
a more complicated enterprise than it was wout to 
be. When his Highness inhabited the Seragho, which 
forms one of the pvints of the triangular’ city, a 
popular insurrection held him at once besieged in 
his palace. And there was no issue to the rebellion, 
if it were in force} save flinging to it the head of 
the Vizier, or showing the dead body of the Sultan 
himself. But now the monarch inhabits in turn palaces 
on each side of the Bosphorus, his fleet lying at anchor 
and erined, between him aud the popular city, he can no 
long wassaj'ed by amob. A chosen and determined 
band «i “idir, can alone make such an attempt, and it 
must ‘associates and support in the fleet and ihc 
several n:ilitary stations 

This was not the orly difficuliy the conspirators had 
to contend with. y had evidently no friend at court, 
no accomplice in high station. ‘The two political par- 
ties which in Turkey disputed power uncer the pretext 
that one of them wis for progress, and the other for old 
institutions, hare for some time, like our own parties 


merged or forgotten their differences. And 
however they may strive constitutionally and 
courteously to oust one another, still they 
have given over active enmity, and seem agreed 


upon conducting the affairs of the State in precisely the 
same way. Asii may profess to be a reformer, and 
Mehemet may boast himself a retrograde ; but as the 
forward impulse and the backward recoil are both alike 
powerless, each party sticks where itis. The Tanzimai 
is a mockery, justice a delusion, finauce has become a 
borrowing from Europe, and expenditure, being from 
capital not revenue, has reached a degree of exorbitance 
which baffles description. 

All this is not unpleasant to the men in office, who 
may think it the best cf all possible worlds. But one 
is not surprised that unpaid soldiers and unad- 
vanced officers plot together to clear the Divan of 
its sleepy, incapable, and corrupt occupants. Per- 
haps it is fortunate that they have failed. Their 
success must have been attended with bloodshe:, 
and might have necessitaicd a joint expedition of naval 
powers to the Bosphorus. ‘The state of the capitai, 
whether anarchy or the ultra-Mussu)man faction pre. 
vailed, would have flung the semi-independent Christian 
provinces into alarm. Nor is it possible to tell what 
would have taken place at Belgrade, or at Bucharest, 
or Alexandria. 

We are freed for the present from these alarms. 
jut the character of the Sultan and the efficicney of 
his Ministers are not such as to re-assure us against 
the recurrence of a similar danger. Whether the 
exploded conspiracy be extinguished in blood or covered 
over with lenity and forbearance, the feeling must stil! 
remain amongst the rude followers of the Porte, thai 
its government is feeble and inept. And this ineptness 
will be so confounded in their ignorant minds with 
tolerance and reform, that they will lay to the account 
of the latter all the errors and humiliations which 
proceed merely from the want of following up reform 
with energy. he partisans of the old system and of 
ultra-Mohamef&nism will thus fall back upon new 
struggles and more cunningly concocted plots, in order 
to attain their end—ef trying once more to have a 
Sultan and a Government of the old stamp, to go 
forth with the Koran and the sabre. Woe "then to 
the Christian rayahs, and adieu to peace! For the 
Christian sympathies and civilised exigencies of the 
nineteenth century will not tolerate, at least on the soil 
of Europe, the resuscitation of the sanguinary regimen 
of ancient Turkey. 


| The Morning Herald on the Report of the Eng- 
lish Commissioners in Lunacy :--- 


_ The Thirteenth Report of the Commissioners 
in Lunacy, addressed to the Lord Chancellor, bears 
abundant testimony to the vigilance, humanity, and 
judgment of those officials who superintend the treat- 
mentof the insane. In no department of medical 
science and practice has a greater revolution been 
effected within a comparatively recent period than in 
that which relates to those unfortunate creatures who 
have been deprived of reason, or whose mental 
Organisation has Vín temporarily impaired. 
Scourging and mechanical restraint have been 
discontinued, for the unhappy lunatic is no longer 
looked upon as a criminal or an outcast. If he 
cannot be cured he is comforted. Instead of being 
immured in a solitary ceil, he is admitted to social en- 
joyment, and in many asylums lectures, concerts, and

There was no regular infirmary. 
The following sentence ought to shame those in au- 
thority :---“ There is no other county asylum in our re- 
collection where t 
accommodation in several respects is so extremely im- 
perfect. The deficiency of attendant 8 i” remarkable 
throughout both sides cf the asylum. owever, it is 
only justice to add that at the close of the report it is 
stated that five additional attendants of each sex have 
been recently engaged ; and in a note it is acknowledged 
that since Mr. Cleaton, the new medical ‘superintendent, 
has entered on his duties, the general condition and 
management of the asylum have been materially 
improved. The asylum of Haverford-west is 
most stringently condemned. It was formerly 
a small prison, and for a long time a disgrace to the 
authorities. Mr. Milliard, a former medical officer, had 
been superseded, and his pension refused. No improve- 
ment has taken place under his successor, and the glaring 
defects of the establishment are set forth in full de- 
tail, and they are thoroughly disgraceful. The asylum 
at Hull is also described as susceptive of considerable 
improvement. e.* 
The licensed houses in the metropolitan districts 
are represented, on the whole, as in a satisfactory 
condition, and exhibiting improved management. 
Increased attention has been paid to the physical 
comforts of the patients. In most of them a medical 
officer resides in the house and accompanies the geutle- 
men lunatics in their walks and drives, and encourages 
them to engage in vafious occupations and amuse- 
ments. ‘The terms of the licence are more rigidly en- 
forced than formerly ; and when the additions making 
to theasylums of Colney Hatch and Hanwell are com- 
pleted it is expected that many pauper patients in the 
licensed houses will be transferred to the metropolitan in- 
stitutions. These private establishments have for seve- 
ral vears been regarded with disfavour, the principle on 
which they are founded contemplating the emoluments 
of the proprietors rather than theearly cure of the patients. 
They are too frequently owned by non-medical 
men, who invest capital in them as a pecuniary specu- 
lation. The physicians or surgeons they appoint are 
their dependents, and therefore cannot exercise that full 
authority which their position ought to command, so 
that these houses too much resemble places of trade or 
business. The commissioners deserve great credit for 
having from time to time introduced many reforms into 
these establishments. Out of the 40 metropolitan houses only 
17 ure now liceased for the admission of both sexes, and 
in the course of ten years the number of private 
asylums in England and Wales has been reduced from 
146 to 114. It will afford satisfaction to the public 
to know that, “in order that the most competent 
parties only should be allowed to act as superintendents 
of the insane, we have had it under serious considera- 
tion whether it might not he expedient, as a general 
rule, to grant new licences only to medical men.” Such 
a resolution would indeed be highly judicious, though 
we are aware that the interposing difficulty is the fact 
that medical men rarcly possess sufficient capital to rent 
and furnish suitable buildings. Among the previncial 
licensed houses the notorious case of Acomb House, near 
York, is largely dilated upon. It was under the chargeot 
Mr. Metcalfe, who grossly abused one of his female pa- 
tients by foul language. She escaped, and sought refuge 
at a lodcging-house in York, where he discovered her, 
dragged her out of bed, and compelled her to dress 
herself in his presence, and i) a: of Mrs. Metcalfe, his 
groom being present, who alone took the unfortunate 
lady home in a carriage to Acomb House. On another 
occasion Mr. Metcalfe ordered her to undress in his 
presence, when, on her refusal, he threw her down on 
the floor, and compelled her to do so in her sitting-room, 
in which she was afterwards confined “from four to ten 
o'clock, with only her night-dress and a blanket on. ” 
‘the commissioners preferred an indictment against him, 
wien a true bill was found, but he fled the country 
before he could be held to bail. A bench warrant stiil 
remains in force against him. This atrocious case is for- 
tunately exceptional, but the authorities did their duty 
with firmness. Portland House, Whitchureh, in the 
county of Hereford, is strongly condemned. It still re- 
tains ite iron gates and iron bars, with buckles and sta- 
ples attached to the beds, and the whole building has the 
appearance of ar oOnmy prison, Many of the rooms 
are without windows, and some are lined with sheet iron. 
This edifice shows how mania was formerly treated.

in this establishment, and the ease is prominently brought 
before the attent.on of the Lord Chaneellor. It will 

tonish man ur readers to learn that while an ex- 
celicnt lunatic asylum is provided for sailors, the sol- 
diers are left without such provision, though the com- 


missioners have made frequent appeals to tie military 
authorities on the subjcet. The soldier, to use the words 
of the report, “is farmed out and made a source of pro- 
fit to the proprietor of a private asylum.” 

Anothcr grievance for which aun early remedy is 
demanded is the state of the law in regard to the 
property and income of insane persons of very limit.d 
means. It is stated, ón the authority of the Reyisirar 
in Lunacy, that in no case can the “ requisite authority 
to represent the lunatic be obtained at a less cost 
than 75/. ;” go that in numerous ceses the provision 
lesigned by the law is rendered illgsory by the cost. 
There are other grievances on which we have not 
space to enlarge, but we commend the subject to the 
philanthropic, who may render much good by making 
themselves masters of this report.

The Karl of iden died yesterday morning, at ten 
o'clock, Many who will forget him as an eminent Conser- 
vative noblemun will remember him as the father of the 
Lady Clementina Villiers, who, for fully fifteen years, was

In “short ships” 
to the United States during the past month the number 
of passengers was 213. ‘These numbers are totally in- 
dependent of those carried out by the Cunard Roya! 
Mail, which are not subjected to Government inspection, 
but include those carried out by the screw steamships 
trading fortnightly between Liverpool and New York. 


The emigration was briskest towards the middle of the 
month, When as many as 523 souls were carried out in 


one vessel, the William Tapscott. (ther ships also 
conveved large numbers, the Universe 429, and the Chan - 
cellor 426 souls. A feature worthy of notice in these re- 
turns is the continued increase in Irish emigration frou: 
the Mersey, the numbers showing that two-thirds of the 
entire passeuger trade to the United Siatcs are composed 
of natives of Ireland. ‘To Canada, beyond the passen- 
gers carried out by the mail screw steamships, which, 
although they carry stecrage passengers, come not “ un- 


der the Act,” there has been.no emigration what- 
ever, if we except one “short ship” to Prince 
Edward’s Island, which hadonly three passengers 


on board. To the Australian colonies the emigration 
has also considerably improved, jour ships having: 
sailed for Melbourne, with an aggregate of 56 
cabin and 933 steerage passengers, of whom 204 
were English, 125 Scotch, 473 Lrish, and 31 were natives 
of other countries. During the previous month 
three vessels had sailed for Victoria with 54 cabin and 
894 steerage passengers—390 English, 152 Scotch, 824 
Irish, and 28 foreigners; and in the correspondine 
period of 1858, 83 cabin and 1,747 steerage passengers. 
It may be observed that one ship, the Llilten, which 
sailed for Melbourne, returned to port during the pasc

She has, however, almost completed her repairs, 
and will soon be ready for sea. ‘To New South Wales 
one vessel, the Annie Wilson, sailed during the month 
with 405 Government emigrants, 167 of whom were 
English, 49 Scotch, and 189 Irish, against 350 in 
August. To New Zealand one ship sailed with 16 
cabin and 214 steerage passengers, 126 of whom were 
English, 28 Scotch, and 60 Irish, against 16 cabin and 
173 steerage passengers last month. Only one “short 
ship,’ carrying 7 passengers, was despatched to the 
Australian Colonies during the month. ‘lo the Cape ce

sel is ready for sea, and will sail in a few days for the 
Cape with a large number of passengers, also at thi 
expense of the coleny.

A piece of Welsh 
flannel, which was charged as measuring 9ú yards, nico.

These functionaries consist principally of tlergyme, 
gentlemen at large, farmers, sometimes of tradesmen 
who have plenty to do in their own business ; but what 
officers are appointed and made responsible for attesting 
the goods furnished? The Draper and Clothier has 
done good service in reminding the trade that if it 
does not assist in detecting such practices, it will bring 
even upon its © members a very mortifying 
and troublesome surveillance, and will thus end in en. 
tailing loss upon all parties. — Spectator.

THE BUILDSGUS’ STRIKE. 
Conference on Monday cicelared another dividend 

‘the week of 4s. a man to the whole of the operatives 
stillremaining on strike, and, as usual, 12s. skilled and 
&s. unskilled to each of the men who struck work at 
Mesers. Trollope’s. The aggregate sum divided was 
£1.291 4s. among 6,240 men. ‘Lhe amount was £37 
lees than that paid away on the previous week, and the 
recipients were fewer by 214. The result shows that, 
though the recipients of the fund are becoming less week 
by week, 6,240 men still continue firm in their refusal to 
work under the masters’ declaration. It proves, how- 
ever, that whereas 214 men appear to have found work 
last week, more than 500 did so in the week previous ; 
in other words, that during the last week the men showed 
strikingly less signs of flinching than on the preceding 
one. The total number of persons who have ceased 
during the last three weeks to be recipients of the fund 
dispensed at the Paviors’ Arms is 736, of whom 21 
dropped off on the first of the three weeks, 501 on the 
second, and 214 on the third. 

‘Ihe conference has now extended its hostile opera- 
tions into the country, and have “called off” from the 
couniry works many men employed by masters who 
enforce the declaration in town. This new line of 
action onthe part of the conference cuts two yays, and 
that is a circumstance they have possibly overlocked. 
Aimed at a vulnerable point in the harness of the 
masters, it will have a suicidal reaction against them- 
selves, for, supposing themselves successful in drawing 
away the whole or the greater part of the hands now in 
the employ of the associated masters at works beyond 
the metropolitan postal district, they immediately con- 
vert some thousands of men irom being contributors to 
recipients of the fund raised weekly for the support of 
the men on strike; in other words, they will have to 
sustain an augmented charge with a diminished 
exchequer. 

The operative masons have commenced a stringent 
system of surveillance over the members of their own 
crait in the country, with the view to prevent them 
coming to London to fiil the places of the men on strike. 
They have put emissaries on the track of agents of the 
masters who are beaiing the country for mascus in De- 
yonsiire and other parts, and they have “ scouts” at ail 
the rsilway stations in the metropolis watching te arri- 
vail of every train, and noting such of the passengers as 
appear to belong to their own order. Men in the country, 
it is said, are brought up to London to work under the 
erroneous belief, founded on statements of the agents of 
the masters, made verbally and in the local papers, that 
the declaration has be withdrawn. Yesterday and on 
Sunday a successful atiempt was made by the masons’ 
committee to tamper with a batch of masons—18 or 20 
in number—brought from Tavistock late on Saturday 
evening by Mr. Robjohn, an agent of Messrs. Piper, in 
Bishopsgate-strect. Intelligence of their arrival had 
been conveyed to the Sun Tavern, in Lambeth, the 
meeting place of the masons, and thereupon a leading 
member of the body proceeded in quest of them. He 
met the party, it is said, leaving a place of refreshment 
in Smithtleld-market, in company with Mr. Robjoln, 
towards midoight, and dogged them to a private house 
in Luarc-stecet, Lslington, in spite of the remonstrances 
of Mr. Robjohn, and an appeal by him to a passing po- 
iceman, who, on hearing thecircumstances, did not think 
ile Was justified in interfering. From the house in Lvard- 
street (Mey wore traced during the night to a coffee shop 
in Maidem-lane, King's-cross, and there on Sunday 
morning and yesterdsy the iuflucnce of the society men 
was brought to bear on them, the result being that 16, 
at least, of them, if not more, refused to work at Messrs. 
Piper's.

Nixon a'so handed ia £1 2s. Gd., the yearly subseription 
of Mr. George Levey, Cape!-street. 

The Secretary ssid that the sneeess of their loan fund 
Was a most gratifying fact. Since the last quarter day, 
they had lent ont £1,092, and from the formation of the 
society sume six years ago they had lent out no less 
than £23,000, without losing a singie penny, a cireum- 
stance which he believed was unexuinpled in the history 
of such societies. Iie also felt great gratification in 
stating thatthe support given to the benevolent fund 
was sicadily on the increase; for the quarter ending 
October 1857, the receipts on thisaccount were £30 15s.; 
for the quarter ending October 1858, £77 18s8., and for 
4 the present quarter £206 l4s., which was the largest 
sum they ever received for this purpose. He had 
also to state that they had for the last few months 
devoted more attention to the trade branch than hitherto. 
There had been no case of ofliciousness or interference on 
the part of the police with any member of the trade pre- 
sented to their notice that tley had not taken the proper 
and necessary steps to defend the party. He trusted 
that they would continue to act in this manner, and that 
they wonld extend to every member of the trade who 
felt himself aggrieved all the support in their power. 

The Chairman said that the present was the 34th 

quarterly meeting of the society, and that he had to 
congratulate them upon its present condition and future 
prospects. They had, however, to struggle hard in 
order todo what they had already accomplished ; but 
he hoped they would continue to act with the same 
energy and straightforwarduess as had hitherto charac- 
terised them. it was truly gratifying to see how the 
numerous predictions about the failure of their society 
were falsified. Thousands of people had said that it 
could not last more than three or four years. But these 
people knew nothing of the energy and determination of 
the men who constituted the society, and all they wante:! 
for the accomplishment of its objects was merely the 
exercise of that liberty which was accorded to every 
citizen. It afforded great pleasure to him also to know 
that the society was becoming more influential every 
day, not only with the citizens generally, but with the 
magistrates and other authorities whose esteem and 
respect they had gained, and, he might say, in a 
measure extorted. And they could not but ex- 
perience a most gratifying feeling when they reflected 
upon the good which their Society was the means 
oi doing for the ‘widows and ornhaas of its 
(leceased members. These acts were erouch to assure 
them that the success which bad already aicended their 
efiorts would continue, and which success he should 
also say was not only owing to the erfergy and spirit of 
the society itself, but also to the assistance which had 
veen given to it by the press. 
_ Mr. M'Gauran then read a short statement of the 
imancial condition of the society, from which it appeared 
that there is at present to its credit the sum of £1,230 
4s. 7d., made up of £1,000 1: Government stock, and a 
current account in bank of £243 3s. 1d.

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FARMING OPERATIONS FOR OCTOBER. 

In late districts, during the early part of the month 
harvest operations may still occupy the farmer's tine 
by the backwardness of the season fur the prevalenc> of 
unfavourable weather. In such cases much exertion 
will be necessary to prevent the ensuing operatic 
treading on the hecls of the past. 

Winter vetches and rye, and also tye alone, when 
not alread; yotin, must be sown immediately ; and if 
such cannot he accomplished, the sowing of v etches will 
require to be deferred until Spring. 

Bere, whea sown now, will ripen about the mildle of 
July. It is sown after eariy-dug potatoes, or Su:nmer 
vetches ; and twenty stones per [rish acre (twelve am 
a half stones per statute acre) will be a sufficient quan- 
tity of seed 

Parsnips, for early use, may still be sown. 

The Russian or Winter beans are now being ex »- 
sively grown, and every trial has tended to establis': 
them asthe hardiest of the different varieties of beans, 
and alse a9 being the most prolific and least liable to be 
injured by ithe fly. Fifteen stones of seed will sow an 
trish acre (nine and a half stones per statute acre) 

Porato ‘Ratstnou.---For this operation dry weather 
must be selected. As the potatoes are dug out let them 
be immediately examined, and all diseased ones ré. 
moved: these may be used at once in feeding pigs. Ti 
sound potatoes will be much the better of lying in the 
Held for a day or ‘two after being raised, to dry them 
thoroughly before being stored ; but they must be cover- 
ed at night with straw. 

STORING Pansies AND Carrors.—Towards the ent 
of the month the tops of these plants will show symp 
toms of decay, indicating that they have attained thcir 
growth,and are ready for being raised and stored. ‘[lie 
roots are carefully dug out, and the tops wrenched of, 
taking care not to injure the crown of the root. They 
are then made up in ricks, three feet wide ui the base, 
and gradually tapering to a peint. 

PLOUGHING Sruppens,---Any spare time during this 
month should be devoted to manuring and ploughing 
atubbles for carrots, parsnips, potatoes, and beans, Le 
sown next February. The manuriog for these crops 
must be liberal, and the ploughing deep. Land intended 
for turnips or mangel wurzel, although it may be 
ploughed now, need not be manured. Subsoiling may 
also be carried on, if circumstances allow of such being 
done at this time. 

Catrie.—Such cattle as are intended for being fat- 
tened and sold early ought to be put up thid month. 
The feeding will commence with rape, or globe turnips. 
Calves must also be taken up from the grass, at least at 
night, and allowed a little linseed with the turnips. 

Surep.---In low-lying districts the rams will be xd- 
mitted to the ewes during this month ; but in mountsin- 
ous places this should be deferred until Noveuber, so 
that the lambs may not come until April. When 
stocking mountain land with sheep, there are, among 
other matters, two chief points to be attended to--- 
namely, to provide sufficient shelter where it is wanting, 
and next, to remove all wetness from the lands. Sur- 
face draining of mountain land is an object of the 
greatest importance to the mountain grazier ; for it 
prevents many of the diseases to which sheep are liable, 
particularly rot, foot-rot, and inflammatory diseases in 
young sheep. It increases the quantity and improves 
the quality of the grass, and enables sheep to eat it 
much closer, and, of course, makes the stool-grassa 
great deal thicker and cleaner.-—IJrish Farmers’ ( a: tle.
